The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 16-18, 
20-28 and 38-46 are free of prior art of record. The prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest a method for suppressing hyper proliferative growth of arterial cells in a patient, 
the method comprising directly introducing into the arterial cells a nucleic acid encoding 
a fusion polypeptide comprising E2F DNA binding domain and a functional growth 
suppression domain of a retinoblastoma (RB) polypeptide, wherein said E2F DNA 
binding domain lacks functional cyclin A binding domain and wherein said fusion 
polypeptide is expressed in an amount sufficient to attenuate the growth of said arterial
